PROPOSED DECISICN

This claim ageinst the Government of Cuba, under Title V of the
International Claims Settlement Act of 1949, as amended, was presented
by J. M. THOMSON, JR., and is baséd on the*assér‘bed loss of his inﬁerest
in bonds issued by the Cuba Railroad Company. Clalmant has b‘een'a na-
tional of the United States since his birth.

As is fully set forth in the original decision involving the subject

bonds (See Claim of Joseph C. Gans, Claim No. CU~1720 which is hereby in-

corporated herein and made a part hereof by reference) this type of claim
for loss of a bond interest is compensable under the conditidnS'and facts
set forth in Gans. There is no need to again dedall herein the reasons
for such a determination or the method arrived at in debermining the
value per share of stock which came to $46.3946 per unit.

On the basis of the evidence of record, the Commission finds that
claimant is, and since prior t6'0ctdber 13, 1960, has been‘the owner of
four bonds in the original face-amounﬁ of $4,000.00, issued by the Cuba
Reilroad Company and known as First Mortgage Gold Bond, and has suffered
‘& loss in the amount of $1,971.L4 in connection with his bond within the

meaning of Title V of the Act.
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Accordingly, the Commission concludes that the amount of loss: sus-
tained by claimant shall be increased by interest thereon at the rate
of 6% per annum from Octdber‘lS, 1960, the date of loss, to the date on
which provisions are made for settlement thereof. (See Gans, supra).

CERTTFICATION OF T.OSS

The Commission certifies that J. M. THOMSON, JR. suffered a loss as
a result of action of the Government of Cuba, within the scope of Title V
of the International Claims Settlement Act of 1949, as amended, in the
amount of One Thousand Nine Hundred Sevenby-One Dollars. and Forty-Four
Cents ($l,97;.hh) with interest thereon at 6% per annum from October 13,
1960 to the date of settlement.
